Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 26-29 are allowable over the prior art of record. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,2,3,4,5,9,10,14,15,16,17,18,19,22,23,24,25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Yung (6578162) , 

As per claims 1,9,14,15,16, Yung (6578162) teaches an audio transmitting apparatus (col. 
1 lines 1-10) comprising at least data transmitting means for sending out digital audio 
data an identification information showing the type of the digital audio data (as 
transmitting audio data (Fig. 7 subblock 101,102, fig. 3; and identification information in 
the header - fig. 7), wherein said data transmitting means issues silent identification 
information C showing transition period and nearly zero data (as bad ft'ame detector.

muting the bad frame -- making it zero data -fig. 1, subblock 7; fig. 9), for a specified 
time of transition of said id information from id information A or id information B to 
other id information (as transition period of 2N frames). 

As per claims 2,10, Yung (6578162) teaches PCM, ADPCM, and A-law and |i-law PCM 
(col. 2 lines 1-11) 

As per claims 3,14,15,16,18,19 Yung (6578162) teaches transition to be over 2N frames 
over 32kbits/s translates to a range of 3msec to hundreds of msec. 

As per claim 4, Yung (6578162) teaches fading control (fig. 1 1) 

As per claim 5, Yung (6578162) teaches gradual muting (fig. 12, subblock 146) 

As per claim 17, Yung (6578162) teaches encoding and non-encoding (as non-linear 
processing if there is no 'silence substitution', or regular processing if silence 
substitution - fig. 1, fig. 7) 

As per claim 22, Yung (6578162) teaches silent identification information is stored in a 
specified data region (col. 4 lines 10-17). 
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As per claim 23, Yung (6578162) teaches a specified data region for the silent 
identification information - as output pick format conversion block (col. 4 lines 10-11) 

As per claims 24,25 Yung (6578162) teaches a pseudo random number data stored in a 
specified data regionlDit row (synchronous coding adjustment block adjusts the amount 
of bits based on the amount of information, and therefore pseudorandom, but the general 
format is the same (col. 4 lines 8-12, col 3 line 5 - col. 4 line 6). 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claims 6,7,8,1 1,12,13,20,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Yune (6578162) in view of Ogasawara (6512919) . 

As per claims 6-8,1 1-13,20, and 21, Yung (6578162) does not explicitly teach 
transmitting data over the IEEE 1394 interface, however, Ogasawara (6512919) teaches 
using a serial interface in a radiotelephone such as IEEE1394 (col. 7 lines 60-64). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of radiotelephone 
technology to modify the teachings of Yung (6578162) with a serial interface because it 
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would advantageously allow for other types of information communication - such as bar 
code scanning, billing, etc. ( Ogasawara (6512919) , col. 7 line 47 - col. 8 line 17).
